Sharing “thoughts and 
prayers” has long been the 
go-to condolence for a griev- 
ing America, but after Or- 
lando, Las Vegas and now the 
Texas church massacres that 
three-word refrain has be- 
come nearly as incendiary as 
the gun control debate itself. 

#ThoughtsAndPrayers lit 
up Twitter again Monday, the 
latest salvo in the country’s 
political culture wars as pol- 
iticians face a growing back- 
lash for using the expression 
after mass shootings instead 
of taking action on gun con- 
trol. Even those outside the 
Beltway endured the thoughts 
and prayers wrath.

» The massacre of more than 
two dozen churchgoers — the 
youngest of whom was just 18 
months old — occurred amid 
an ongoing “domestic sit- 
uation” involving the gun- 
man and his relatives, some 
of whom had attended the 
church, law enforcement of- 
ficials said Monday. 

Also on Monday, the Air 
Force launched an internal 
review into why it failed to 
provide key information to 
the FBI that should have pre- 
vented the attacker from pur- 
chasing firearms. While serv-

Broadcom offer values Qualcomm 
at $70 a share, or $105 billion, plus 
the assumption of about $25 billion 
in debt. 

The move comes just days after 
Broadcom, which already had its 
co-headquarters in San Jose, said 
it would move its legal headquar- 
ters back to the U.S., to Delaware 
from Singapore. 

The news of Broadcom’s of- 
fer came as growing competition 
among other Silicon Valley chip- 
makers produced an unusual pair- 
ing in the valley: Advanced Micro 
Devices, which announced in Au- 
gust 2016 it’s moving its headquar- 
ters to Santa Clara from Sunnyvale, 
said Monday that it is teaming up 
with its longtime rival, Santa Clara- 
based Intel, on a new product. An 
AMD graphics processor unit (GPU) 
will be integrated into a new chip- 
set from Intel as the two chip giants 
take aim at a similar graphics offer- 
ing from Nvidia, yet another Santa 
Clara-based chipmaker. 

Intel said the new chipsets with
